Agawam teacher retires after 


three decades in education

s a teacher for more than 35 years, Patricia Kallfa has 

had the opportunity to mold thousands of young minds 
and help Agawam children develop a love of learning, in- 
cluding the children of several of her students from early on 
in her career. 

Kallfa, a resident of Westfield and mother of two, recently 
retired from her position of kindergarten teacher at Granger 
Elementary School, after three decades in early education. 
Throughout her career, Kallfa has seen a number of changes 
in the field, including the transition from half-day kinder- 
garten to full-day kindergarten and the implementation of 
statewide education mandates. 

She started her career as a second grade teacher at Benja- 
min J. Phelps School where she worked for 13 years, though 
she took time off to have her own children, who are now 
grown, she said. She also taught fourth grade before accept- 
ing a position as a kindergarten teacher at Phelps in 1992 and 
moving to Granger Elementary School, where she spent the 
remainder of her career. 

“T do feel very strongly about early childhood education, 
and I did feel I was doing a very important job teaching kin- 
dergarten,” she said. 

The change from half-day to full-day kindergarten was “a 
major change for Agawam,’ both for the students and the 
school system as a whole, she said. Kindergarten, Kallfa 
said, is the start of the kids’ formative years and she enjoyed 
helping kids not only adjust to the full school day, but also 
learn to love learning. 
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In over 35 years of teaching in Agawam Pub- 
lic Schools, Patricia Kallfa taught thousands of 
students, including the children of pupils she 
had early in her career.

New phone system 
to be installed

AGAWAM - After nearly five years of assessments and 
planning, the Town of Agawam will soon be installing a 
new phone system in all town and school buildings. 

The town will save approximately $150,000 from its 
original estimate and more options will be provided for resi- 
dents and town employees that use the phone. With all the 
new features, Agawam is expected to save $600 per month 
in phone bills. 

“This 1s very exciting for the town,’ Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen said this week. “We are going to be able to have a 
more efficient phone system and provide voicemail and other 
features and the town will save money, too.” 

Mike Ebner of Concept Telecom addressed the city coun- 
cil atits July 5 meeting, making a presentation about the state 
of the current phone system. 

Concept Telecom was hired as a consulting firm for the 
town to do a full examination of the current analog phone 
system, which has had more than its share of issues. 

Ebner said there is an immediate need for a new phone 
system, as many phone lines have continued to falter and 

phones are malfunctioning. Communication difficulties 
have come up in several departments, including the police 
department, where there are issues in the offices. The emer- 
gency lines are still working, officials said. 

A request for proposals was created and answered by 

Total Communications, which has offices in East Hart-

Time to turn 
down the volume 


ccording to national reports, hearing 

loss is hitting people at younger and 
younger ages. In fact, researchers at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin School of Medicine and 
Public Health report that one in five people 
between the ages of 48 and 59 have already 
suffered some hearing loss. In addition, the 
Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion says one in five teens has already suf- 
fered a hearing loss. 

The damage occurs over time, but there 
is a lot we can to prevent it and save one of 
the most valuable senses most people are 
born with. After being exposed to very loud 
noise, such as a concert or other event where 
you feel your hearing has been assaulted, it 
is important to remain in silence or find a 
very quiet spot and stay there as long as pos- 
sible. If you work in a job where the noise is 
relentless, such as construction where jack 
hammering is taking place or 1n a noisy fac- 
tory, it’s important to take frequent breaks 
and go somewhere quiet — even if it’s just 
to sit inside your car — with your cell phone 
and radio turned off for a few minutes ev- 
ery few hours. This is important because the 
silence gives any inflammation which has 
been caused over time to calm down. 

In this day and age, it’s difficult to find a 
place where silence can be maintained for 
any length of time. Plus, with cell phones, 
laptops and electronic notebooks giving 
people access to everything from calls to 
streaming videos every moment of every 
day, it’s critically important to choose the 
right earphones. Experts say people should 
try to find earphones that are sound-isolat- 
ing as they allow music and other noise to 
be played at a lower volume. They are very 
different than noise blocking headphones, 
which are less effective. 

Earplugs are also a good idea if you know 
you will be subjected to noise. Teens at 
concerts — as well as adults — should wear 
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wax or foam earplugs labeled ER-20. They 
should also always be worn when mowing 
your grass, clipping your hedges or using 
other power tools, as hearing loss caused by 
noise results from a combination of volume 
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and the length of time the person is exposed 
to it. In fact, the sound of a power lawnmow- 
er for more than three minutes a day poses a 
threat to hearing. 

Although effective earplugs may not be

the most attractive option, neither is wearing 
a hearing aid for the rest of your life. And as 
the old saying goes — an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure.

The best time to divide Oriental pop- 
pies is now, during their dormancy period. 
Once foliage has browned, lift the whole 
clump and pry apart the roots. Go ahead 
and plant them anywhere in the yard pro- 
vided the space is in full sun and the soil 
isn’t waterlogged. PH should be near neu- 
tral. Water the divisions well until growth 
commences during early autumn. Because 
the Oriental poppy goes dormant in early 
summer plan ahead for the inevitable bare 
spot in the garden by planting a sprawling 
annual nearby to cover the gap. 

B ob, who gardens in Belchertown is cu- 

rious as to what kind of insect is eating 
his crop of bush beans. “It looks like a la- 
dybug, but is a bit bigger, and orange-brown 
in color.

But earlier this week, Mayor Richard A. Cohen said school 
officials are meeting to consider what activities may end up 
exempt from the activity fee, which will be $25 per activity. 

Cohen, who also serves as the chairman of the school 
committee, said instituting fees is definitely not something 
he or school officials wanted to do, but that it was a direct 
result of the harsh economic times. He is pleased the district 
is looking into the issue. 

“Believe me, I don’t want to see our students having to pay 
to be a member of the National Honor Society,” said Cohen. 
“Tt’s very unfortunate. But times are really tough right now 
and we have no choice but to institute the fees.” 

Cohen spoke to the central office and they are meeting 
with Agawam High School Principal Steve Lemanski to dis- 
cuss possible groups that would be exempt from paying the 
student activity fee. 

One of the reasons the fees were instituted for the student 
activities was because of the stipends that must be paid to the 
faculty advisors of each activity. 

“The stipends are contractually obligated for the teachers 
that facilitate these activities,’ said Cohen, adding teacher 
contracts were just a small part of what necessitated the fees; 
teacher unions refused to give up their | percent raise for fis- 


cal year 2012, which went into effect July 1. 

Fees are being charged in several areas, including a $100 
per sport athletic user fee; a band fee of $100 per member; 
and a parking fee of $100 per student. School officials also 
considered charging families for use of the bus system, and 
proposed charging $1 per day, resulting in $180 for the year 
for a student. That was not included in the budget but would 
have raised a projected $453,060. 

Lemanski said this week that he is glad the issue has been 
raised but said he must wait for Interim Superintendent Wil- 
liam Sapelli to return from vacation to get direction from 
him and the school committee about fees. 

“Right now, I am not sure what we are going to do,’ said 
Lemanski. “But we do need to have these discussions be- 
cause we need to get the student handbooks printed. The 
school committee voted to put in these fees, so I need some 
guidance from them and the superintendent.” 

Lemanski said NHS students have received a reduced 
parking rate, but that may not be the case this year with the 
new fee structure. He said if the activity fee is not eliminated 
for NHS students, he would at least like to see a reduced 
parking rate for them. 

“We really need to take a look at what we are charging and 
who is paying these fees,” Lemanski said.

“Full-day kindergarten really upped things 
as far as standards go,’ she said. With more 
time to spend with the children, the teachers 
were able to teach them reading fundamen- 
tals so that they entered first grade with an 
understanding of reading. That was a huge 
advantage to the transition to full days, she 
said. 

In an effort to give her students the best 
education possible, Kallfa often worked 
from home on nights and weekends devel- 
oping lesson plans. 

“I wanted my lessons to be meaningful 
and help my children grow,” she said. 

Those lessons included roughly two hours 
of English Language Arts courses (which in- 
cluded reading and writing) and an hour of 
math each day. She worked with each stu- 
dent to determine his or her strengths and 
identify any trouble spots so she could help 
them work on it. 

“Tt was always pretty intense and I always 
had the commitment and dedication to do 
what I had to do to help them achieve,” she 
said. “There is nothing better or more pow- 
erful than allowing a 5-year-old to come to 
the front of the class holding a funny wand 
or pointer and watch them point to and orally 
read the lines of a poem or chant to others. 
That was a genuine thrill for me, in addition 
to seeing how far children can progress in 
one year at this early age.” 

Her ability to help her students succeed 
is something even her students understand, 
and when it came time for their children to 
enter kindergarten, Kallfa was the teacher to 
whom they turned.

ford and Milford, Conn. and Worcester. The 
firm states they will be able to use existing 
phone lines to create the new system, thus 
saving the town money. Early estimates had 
the system costing nearly $500,000. 

The new phone system will boast many 
great features that private citizens and com- 
panies enjoy, including voicemail, caller ID, 
the ability to access other employees by dial- 
ing a four-digit extension, and virtual voice- 
mail for employees who do have phones in 
their office/classroom. 

Ebner said the current phone system is 
very difficult to maintain and that given the 
system is nearly obsolete, obtaining parts is 
very costly to the town. 

Other difficulties include the number of 
lines the town must have to keep the system, 
the lack of interconnectivity between build- 
ings, and busy signals when residents call 
the main number of a building. There is also 
no disaster back-up plan, currently.

Safety a concern following summer storms

s Western Massachusetts residents have 

learned recently, a wide range of natu- 
ral disasters occurs within the United States 
every year, which can have a devastating 
effect on people and their homes. The U.S. 
Fire Administration (http://www.usfa.dhs. 
gov/index.shtm) along with the Massachu- 
setts Department of Fire Services (www. 
mass.gov) encourages residents use the fol- 
lowing safety tips to help protect yourself, 
your family and your home from the poten- 
tial threat of fire during or after a summer 
storm. You can greatly reduce your chances 
of becoming a fire casualty by being able to 
identify potential hazards and following the 
outlined safety tips. 


The danger of lightning 
* Lightning associated with thunder- 
storms generates a variety of fire hazards. 
The power of lightning’s electrical charge 
and intense heat can electrocute on contact, 
splitting trees and causing fires. 
* Pools of water and even appliances 
can be electrically charged. 
* Appliances that have been exposed to 
water can short and become a fire hazard. 
* Generators are often used during pow- 
er outages. Generators that are not properly 
used and maintained can be very hazardous. 


Chemical Safety 
* Look for combustible liquids like 
gasoline, lighter fluid, and paint thinner that 
may have spilled. Thoroughly clean the spill 
and place containers in a well-ventilated 


area. 
* Keep combustible liquids away from 
heat sources. 


Electrical Safety 

* If your home has sustained flood or 
water damage, and you can safely get to the 
main breaker or fuse box, turn off the pow- 
er. 

* Assume all wires on the ground are 
electrically charged. This includes cable TV 
feeds. 

* Be aware of and avoid downed util- 
ity lines. Report downed or damaged power 
lines to the utility company or emergency 
Services. 

* Remove standing water, wet carpets 
and furnishings. Air dry your home with 
good ventilation before restoring power. 

* Have a licensed electrician check your 
home for damage. 


Gas Safety 

* Smell and listen for leaky gas con- 
nections. If you believe there is a gas leak, 
immediately leave the house and leave the 
door(s) open. 

* Never strike a match. Any size flame 
can spark an explosion. 

* Before turning the gas back on, have 
the gas system checked by a professional. 


Generator Safety 
* Follow the manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions and guidelines when using generators. 
* Use a generator or other fuel-pow- 
ered machines outside the home. CO fumes 
are odorless and can quickly overwhelm you 
indoors.

* Use the appropriate sized and type 
power cords to carry the electric load. Over- 
loaded cords can overheat and cause fires. 

* Never run cords under rugs or carpets 
where heat might build up or damage to a 
cord may go unnoticed. 

* Never connect generators to another 
power source such as power lines. The re- 
verse flow of electricity or “backfeed’ can 
electrocute an unsuspecting utility worker. 

* Read more about generator safety 


And remember ... 

* Some smoke alarms may be depen- 
dent on your home’s electrical service and 
could be inoperative during a power outage. 
Check to see if your smoke alarm uses a 
back-up battery and install a new battery at 
least once a year. 

* Smoke alarms should be installed on 
every level of your home and inside and out- 
side of sleeping areas. 

* All smoke alarms should be tested 
monthly. All batteries should be replaced 
with new ones at least once a year. 

* Tf there is a fire hydrant near your 
home, keep it clear of debris for easy access 
by the fire department.

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Art students 
continue to give 
back at AHS 


Lina Moysis, a 2004 graduate of Agawam High School, 
came into AHS art classes last month for a silkscreen print- 
making demonstration. Moysis is a recipient of the yearly 
Agawam Cultural Council grant. This grant provided ap- 
proximately 250 art students the chance to see Moysis for 
two visits this year. 

“Tt 1s wonderful to hear the creative journey Lina took 
to get to this point in her young career. Students love to 
know someone close to their own age who has success- 
fully succeeded as an artist,’ said teacher Amber Waters. 
Explaining the process to art classes of Amber Waters and 
Deb Florek, Moysis gave a hands-on demonstration to the 
eight art and two National Art Honors classes. Students en- 
joyed seeing the final product created right on the spot. Art 
Honors students were able to create their own silkscreen 
prints, a process which they had never been exposed to. 

“T plan to work on silkscreen printmaking myself as it 
is creative and spontaneous with endless options,” said Art 
Honors senior Abbie Asselin. 

“Tt was an awesome learning experience to see how each 
print could be altered by the amount of ink used or how it 
could be duplicated by printing it again,” said junior Ashley 
Brown. 

Moysis brought in many samples of her screen print-mak- 
ing which she had finished at Free People for their cloth- 
ing line. Many of the prints were multi-layered with images 
using different colors of ink. Working at Free People in 
Philadephia, Moysis is the main painter in that studio. Some- 
times needing to come up with hundreds of new designs, she 
looks at trends in the industry. 

“When I graduated from Mass Art College in Bos- 
ton, I thought ’d be working at a magazine or ad agency 
working on layouts. This side of my degree in graph- 
ics has lent itself well to the more ‘painterly’ quality of 
my work that I do at Free People,’ said Moysis. Cur- 
rently, the clothing line has a bohemian flair and looks 
to vintage garments for comfort and a ‘lived in’ look. 
Moysis is donating one of her prints to AHS to be on perma- 
nent display in the school library. “It is a traditon that visit- 
ing guest artists offer one of their artworks to be hung as 
a reflection of their support for the AHS art programs. It is

His stay was 
brief, just three years, but the impact he 
left on Red Sox Nation was so important. 
I still believe that Terry Francona is the 
best manager this franchise has ever had, 
but Dick Williams gave the Nation faith. 
Dick Williams was 82. Amen.

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Agawam awards School Street Barn contract 


On June 30, Agawam awarded the Pio- 
neer Valley Planning Commission (PVPC) 
a $6,000 contract to bring the School Street 
Barn a step closer to its restoration and use 
for civic functions. The $6,000 grant was re- 
ceived from Agawam’s CPA Fund. 

The “big red barn” holds a prominent po- 
sition at the entrance to the town’s popular 
School Street Park. By some accounts, the 
barn was constructed in the late 1800s and 
is a rare double ramp New England-style 
barn. Bonnie Parsons, PVPC’s manager of 
historic preservation programs, stated, ““The 
School Street barn has taken on increased 
significance as Agawam’s barns have gradu- 
ally been lost, but it is also important for its 
uncommon design and its century-long his- 
tory of diverse owners and uses.” 

Recently, the road to be listed on the U.S. 
Department of Interior’s National Register 
of Historic places was cleared by the Mas- 
sachusetts Historical Commission (MHC). 
In his Feb. 3 opinion, Michael Steinitz of

The charge of the Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission will be to prepare the necessary 
documentation for listing in the National 
Register as well as assist the Agawam Plan- 
ning Department in obtaining restoration 
funds from the Massachusetts Preservation 
Projects Fund and the Agawam Community 
Preservation Act Fund. PVPC’s contract will 
be completed by Feb. 28.
